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FOREWORD 


Books  are  the  lifeblood  of  history,  and  every  historian  knows  how  necessary, 
but  also  how  frustrating,  it  is  to  trace  early  books.  The  information  available  is 
often  incomplete  and  inaccurate;  titles  and  editions  are  repeated  and  vary  with 
perplexing  inconsistency;  the  rarer  works  are  seldom  mentioned  in  bibliogra¬ 
phies  and  seldom  found  in  libraries.  No  library  can  have  everything  the  scholar 
needs,  and  even  in  a  library  equipped  with  all  the  bibliographical  resources  that 
the  editors  of  this  volume  have  drawn  on,  it  would  be  an  impossible  task  for  the 
individual  historian  to  collect  a  fraction  of  the  information  to  be  found  here. 
Only  those  who  have  compiled  even  a  small  bibliography  will  know  how  much 
painstaking  labour  has  gone  into  this  volume,  and  only  those  who  have  written 
history  books  will  know  how  much  trouble  it  will  save  future  historians.  A  list 
of  all  recorded  English  maritime  books  up  to  1800,  both  alphabetically  and  by 
subject,  with  an  indication  of  where  they  can  be  found,  is  a  precious  instrument 
of  scholarship;  lucky  is  the  subject  that  is  blessed  with  it,  and  the  historian  who 
has  a  copy  to  hand.  In  the  writing  of  books  there  is  no  end,  but  now  at  least  the 
studying  of  them  after  they  have  been  printed  will  be  vastly  less  wearisome  and 
more  productive  for  maritime  historians  than  before.

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PREFACE 


As  the  title  suggests,  the  authors  have  chosen  from  the  extensive  and  vaguely 
defined  body  of  writing  that  makes  up  maritime  history  those  books  that  in  one 
way  or  another  deal  directly  with  the  creation  and  operation  of  the  object  that 
was  fundamental  to  mankind's  first  relationship  with  the  sea  -  the  ship.  Put 
another  way,  the  works  listed  here  are  those  that  would  have  been  of  immediate 
interest  to  those  most  intimately  concerned  with  ships  -  the  men  who  built  and 
equipped  them  and  the  men  who  sailed  them.  The  twenty-four  topics  into 
which  we  have  divided  our  bibliography  express,  we  believe,  all  aspects  of  the 
four  elements  that  make  up  our  subject:  ship  construction,  ship  handling,  the 
crew,  and  navigation.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  largest  number  of  items  deals 
with  the  last  of  these  -  navigation.  This  is  particularly  true  of  celestial,  or  deep 
sea,  navigation  as  opposed  to  terrestrial  navigation  or  pilotage.  Knowledge  and 
practice  of  the  first  three  existed  long  before  printing  was  invented  and  was 
acquired  through  apprenticeship  and  actual  practice  and  did  not  depend  primar¬ 
ily  upon  the  printed  book  even  after  printing  was  invented.  Celestial  navigation, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  a  product  of  thirteenth-century  Italian  mathematics  which 
was  developed  into  astronomical  navigation  by  the  Portuguese,  the  practice  and 
knowledge  of  which  depended  upon  printed  books. 

The  bibliography  in  its  present  form  is  the  result  of  the  joining  of  interests  of 
the  two  compilers:  D.  W.  Waters  in  books  printed  before  16401  and  T.  R.  Adams  in 
English  maritime  publishers,  particularly  the  firm  of  Mount  and  Page.  Althoug 
the  process  by  which  the  work  was  compiled  was  more  complicated,  in  simple 
terms  it  can  be  described  in  two  steps.  First,  items  to  be  included  were  identified 
through  a  search  of  the  subject  sources  listed  in  the  "Bibliographical  References. 
Second,  the  existence  and  location  of  actual  copies  was  verified^  This  was  done 
primarily  through  the  three  bibliographies  of  English  imprmts,  STC ,3  Wing,  and 
ESTC,5  although  NUC6  and  other  library  catalogues  and  bibliographies  were  also

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used.  Copies  were  located  for  all  but  155  of  the  some  4,000  items  in  the  bibliogra¬ 
phy.  Items  for  which  no  locations  were  found  have  been  included  if  reasonable 
evidence  can  be  presented  that  such  a  book  exists  or  existed.  Among  them  are 
books  listed  by  E.  G.  R.  Taylor  in  her  two  works  on  English  mathematical  practi¬ 
tioners.7  Bibliographers  have  been  critical  of  Professor  Taylor's  flexible  biblio¬ 
graphical  standards.  However,  in  the  course  of  our  work  we  have  identified  a 
substantial  number  of  hitherto  unidentified  Taylor  items.  Whatever  else  might  be 
said,  there  is  every  reason  to  assume  that  a  scholar  of  her  stature  was  recording 
something  she  saw.  We  therefore  decided  that  in  a  preliminary  work  such  as  this 
it  would  be  better  to  err  on  the  side  of  inclusion  in  the  event  that  future  discover¬ 
ies  will  either  identify  these  works  or  the  source  of  her  information. 

It  should  be  readily  apparent  that  this  does  not  pretend  to  be  a  definitive 
work.  On  the  contrary  it  is  an  omnium  gatherum  that  constitutes  the  first  stage  in 
a  process  of  identifying  and  describing  maritime  books  in  English  during  the  age 
of  sail.  We  felt,  however,  that  recent  developments  in  bibliography,  particularly 
ESTC,  justified  publishing  this  preliminary  study  in  its  present  form.  We  antici¬ 
pate  that  at  some  point  a  corrected  and  revised  edition  will  be  published  and 
have  preserved  the  data  base  in  which  this  work  was  originally  entered.  It  is 
Pro-Cite  2.03b8  used  in  conjunction  with  Microsoft  (R)  Word  Version  3.0. 

Assuming  the  validity  of  the  scope  we  have  selected,  the  further  work  that 
will  need  to  be  done  falls  into  three  areas:  1)  the  time  span;  2)  the  completeness 
of  the  coverage;  3)  the  level  of  bibliographical  description. 

The  Time  Span  of  the  Subject.  Our  terminal  date  of  1800  is  not  dictated  by 
any  logical  dividing  line  in  our  subject  but  rather  by  the  state  of  the  bibliography 
of  books  printed  in  English.  Yet  the  year  1800  does  make  it  clear  that  we  are  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  age  of  sail.  Future  expansion  will  have  to  address  the  question 
of  just  when  in  the  nineteenth  century  sail  ceased  to  be  essential  for  oceangoing 
vessels.  The  answer  will,  of  course,  involve  the  development  of  propulsion,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  relation  between  the  use  of  the  paddle  wheel  or  the  screw  in  con¬ 
junction  with  sails.  Other  factors  will  be  whether  one  is  dealing  with  warships, 
passenger  ships,  or  cargo  vessels.  The  question  is  one,  however,  we  can  leave  to 
the  future.  Arguments  can  be  made  for  a  number  of  different  dates  in  both  the 
nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  But  from  the  point  of  view  of  continuing 
this  bibliography  much  will  depend  upon  the  development  of  The  Nineteenth 
Century  Short-Title  Catalogue  currently  being  worked  on  in  the  British  Library. 

Completeness  of  the  Coverage.  While  we  feel  sure  that  we  have  included 
the  best  known  and  most  obvious  works  there  is  no  question  that  further  addi-

tions  are  waiting  to  be  made.  On  the  basis  of  our  experience  we  expect  the  fol 
lowing  sources  of  additions: 

1.  Unrecorded  new  titles:  Although  a  number  of  additional  books  and  pam¬ 
phlets  will  turn  up,  the  largest  group  of  material  will  be  ephemera  -  broad¬ 
sides,  broadsheets,  and  small  pamphlets.  One  body  of  material  which  is 
glaringly  absent  here  is  the  publications  of  Trinity  House  of  Deptford.  Their 
library  was  all  but  destroyed  during  the  war.  Whether  this  important  print¬ 
ed  archive  can  ever  be  recovered  is  a  question  waiting  to  be  answered.  A 
group  of  material  that  is  still  in  need  of  more  complete  bibliographical  con¬ 
trol  is  government  publications,  particularly  those  by  and  about  the  Royal 
Navy.  The  STC,  Wing,  and  ESTC  all  leave  a  great  deal  to  be  desired  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  cataloguing  device  of  the  "corporate  entry"  has  been 
used  to  organize  and  record  the  complexity  of  government  publications. 
For  instance  one  gr°uP  of  material  not  adequately  dealt  with  are  separate 
Acts.  Although  the  pages  of  these  publications  were  numbered,  thus  sug¬ 
gesting  that  each  Act  was  issued  as  a  part  of  a  volume,  each  had  its  own 
imprint  indicating  that  they  were  in  fact  separate  bibliographical  entities 
which  may  or  may  not  later  have  been  bound  together.  An  example  of  this 
is  the  1714  Act  offering  a  prize  for  discovering  longitude.  While  the 
Wallises  were  able  to  identify  it,8  it  cannot  be  identified  in  ESTC. 

Another  group  of  materials  which  will  require  special  attention  are  sig¬ 
nal  books  and  fighting  instructions.  They  fall  into  that  bibliographical  no 
man's  land  between  the  manuscript  and  the  printed  book.  Because  of  their 
limited  circulation  they  were  not  normally  "published"  in  the  usual  com¬ 
mercial  sense  and  usually  did  not  have  the  bibliographical  features,  such 
as  a  formal  title  or  an  imprint,  that  are  used  to  distinguish  the  printing  by 
edition,  issue,  and  state.  Further  many  admirals  had  the  printed  versions 
augmented  by  manuscript  additions  and  revisions  for  the  use  of  their  own 
fleet  Thus  from  a  textual  point  of  view  a  particular  copy  with  the  manu¬ 
script  additions  is  an  entirely  different  entity  from  a  copy  that  did  not  have 
them.  The  early  work  of  Julian  S.  Corbett?  in  explaining  how  signa  and 
fight  instructions  worked,  has  now  been  augmented  by  Brian  Tunstall  and 
Nicholas  Tracy10  and  by  Barrie  Kent.11  A  detailed  bibliographical  analysis 
of  the  printed  signal  books  and  fighting  instructions  themselves  must 
await  a  side-by-side  comparison  of  all  known  copies.  For  the  present  we 
have  had  to  be  satisfied  with  limited  information,  most  of  which  has  been

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so  generously  supplied  by  the  National  Maritime  Museum  about  the 
Tunstall  collection  and  the  record  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  Naval  Library , 
Ministry  of  Defence.  That  there  are  more  signal  books  and  fighting  instruc¬ 
tions  to  be  found  than  are  recorded  here  there  can  be  of  little  doubt. 

Yet  another  area  that  will  require  further  exploration  involves  the 
writings  on  maritime  affairs  that  appeared  in  periodicals  in  addition  to 
the  Philosophical  Transactions  and  the  Transactions  of  the  American 
Philosophical  Society.  The  study  of  English  periodicals  devoted  to  techni¬ 
cal  subjects  which  began  to  appear  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century 
will  be  particularly  rewarding. 

2.  Unrecorded  editions:  It  is  apparent  that  more  editions  of  the  works  we 
have  recorded  will  be  found.  The  most  obvious  are  those  with  gaps  in 
a  sequence  of  numbered  editions.  It  is  worth  noting  in  this  connection 
that  there  is  no  recorded  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  two  and  possibly 
three  of  the  four  works  most  frequently  reprinted  by  Mount  &  Page.12 
Also  one  would  suspect  that  Irish  publications  are  much  under¬ 
represented. 

3.  Categories  of  material  omitted:  While  in  general  we  are  satisfied  with  our 
scope,  there  may  well  be  material  on  the  fringes  that  should  be  more 
thoroughly  dealt  with.  This  may  be  true  of  engraved  charts.  Initially  we 
omitted  them  because  the  problems  of  description  presented  by  carto- 
bibliography  are  different  from  those  of  bibliography.  However,  it  is 
apparent  that  there  are  cases,  such  as  the  separate  charts  printed  to  go 
with  Alexander  Dalrymple's  publications,  that  cannot  be  dealt  with  so 
neatly,  just  as  compilers  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  Short-Title  Catalogue  dis¬ 
covered  when  they  first  thought  to  omit  The  English  Pilot.  The  extensive 
text  required  its  inclusion  in  ESTC.  Another  category  the  boundries  of 
which  are  fuzzy  is  Navigation — Mathematics  and  Astronomy.  There  is 
no  firm  dividing  line  between  works  that  have  an  obvious  maritime 
application  and  those  in  which  it  is  incidental.  Had  we  gone  beyond  our 
goal  of  being  the  "first  stage,"  described  above,  there  are  many  works 
that,  no  doubt,  could  have  been  added.  Those  whose  Mathematical  and 
Astronomical  interests  are  not  satisified  here  have  the  exhaustive  work  of 
R.  V.  and  P.  J.  Wallis  listed  in  the  "Bibliographical  References." 

The  Level  of  Bibliographical  Description.  It  must  be  emphasized  that  the 
bibliographical  convention  that  at  least  one  copy  of  every  book  included  should 
be  seen  by  the  authors  has  not  been  observed.  On  the  other  hand,  one  or  both  of 
the  compilers  have  seen  and  described  all  the  books  printed  before  1640  and  a 
notable  number  of  the  later  ones,  particularly  those  published  by  Mount  &  Page. 
The  level  of  bibliographical  description  we  chose  for  the  imprint  and  collation

for  this  stage  of  the  work  is  modeled  on  STC;  that  is,  the  wording  of  the  imprint 
is  standardized  and  only  the  format  of  the  book  is  given.  In  a  few  cases  we  were 
unable  to  establish  the  format  even  though  we  had  a  location  for  a  copy. 
However,  as  in  STC,  when  we  have  collation  information  that  distinguishes  one 
edition,  issue,  or  state  from  another  we  have  given  it.  This  is  a  subject  bibliogra¬ 
phy  so  our  titles  are  fairly  full.  Also  included  are  standard  bibliographical  cita¬ 
tions  together  with  information  about  the  microfilm  reproductions  by  University 
Microfilms  International  and  Research  Publications.  The  location  of  copies  is 
taken  from  existing  bibliographies,  NUC,  and  our  own  investigations.  Where 
appropriate,  further  notes  have  been  added  to  explain  the  entries. 


Bibliographical  characteristics  of  the  material.  Any  plans  to  provide  fuller 
bibliographical  descriptions,  particularly  collations,  should  take  into  account  the 
characteristics  of  this  literature.  Most  striking  is  the  apparent  scarcity  of  many  of 
the  books.  It  will  be  noted  that  it  is  not  at  all  unusual  for  only  one  copy  to  be 
recorded.  In  the  case  of  books  that  went  through  many  editions,  the  various 
printings  are  scattered  among  many  libraries  in  Great  Britain,  on  the  Continent, 
in  North  America,  and  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand.  It  will  be  important,  in 
the  future,  to  make  comparisons  of  the  different  printings  to  identify  such  things 
as  the  use  of  same  sheets  and  standing  type  from  printing  to  printing  in  order  to 
more  fully  understand  both  the  history  of  the  text  and  the  practices  employed  by 
printers  in  multiple  reprints.  Further,  all  or  most  copies  of  an  edition  can  be 
imperfect,  making  the  description  of  the  "ideal  copy"  difficult  and  in  some  cases 
impossible.  Other  information  that  can  be  particularly  important  comes  from 
individual  copies  with  contemporary  annotations  on  the  flyleaves  or  end  papers 
showing  how  the  books  were  used.  There  are  a  number  of  books  which  present 
complicated  bibliographical  puzzles.  These  should  first  be  dealt  with  m  separate 
studies  such  as  those  done  by  R.  J.  Roberts  for  John  Dee  and  P.  J.  Wallis  for 

William  Oughtred.14
